crossed arms with the prince of 


darkness. He fought the bloody| 


battle on Mt. Calvary and won 
the most far reaching victory 
ever won. He purchased for us 
the glorious liberty that we now 
enjoy and unfolds the noble 
‘principles of His Church and un- 
furis His banner to the world. 


The Church’s Banner 


A banner is a flag or standard 
or ensign bearing some inscrip- 
tion, often the name or arms of 
the country to which it belongs. 
The banner of the Church al- 
ways conveys to the world the 
true name as given in the sacred 
Book. The world is making use 
of various names to distinguish 
the particular | organization 
called the church, founded on 
special selected creeds and con- 
fessions. The Church of God 
is founded on the sacred inspired 
truth accepting the divine law 
for its guide or the declaration 
of its faith. It rests on the con- 
fession that Jesus Christ is the 
Soa of the Living God and its 
divinely appointed head. Its 
true standard is the Word of God 
as practiced by the primitive 
Church wherein they had all, 
things common and unity and 
harmony prevailed. ° 


The Church of God that Jesus 
said He would build was never 
imtended to separate His people 
but to bring them together in 
one.. It was never intended to be 
dominated and controlled by a 
sectarian spirit or autocratic rule 
but God Himself was to be ‘its 
supreme ruler. The New Testa- 
mhent was to be its only rule of 
faith and practice_as interpreted 
by His humble followers. We ad- 
mit, however, that there may be 
various interpretations of what 
the management and: control of 
the early Church was, and a 
careful study of the sacred Book 
is made necessary.

work and soon went by way of

caused some temporary discour- 
agement and wonder in the 
minds of the infant church. In- 
stead of submitting to the dis- 
couragements and the control of 
circumstances sourrounding 
them, they looked to their God 
to provide a man to fill his place 
which was done. Instead of 
submitting to the discourage- 
ment on account of the hap- 
penings of the past, they. pro- 
ceeded with hearts full of divine 
love and holy expectations to 
make the necessary readjust- 
ments in order to be in harmony 
with the divine plan and only a 
few short days went into the 
past eternity until one of the 
most glorious revivals was on 
that the world has ever known. 
This infant church, the number 
of names about one hundred 
and twenty, were baptized with 
the Holy Ghost and fire and as 
a result of this experience they 


began anew to preach Jesus and |: 


witness to His saving power and. 
His cleansing blood until men 
began to fall like dead men and 
call out, “Men and. brethern 
what shall we do to be saved?” 
The simple story was told them 
with words of love and sympa- 
thy, freighted with the power of 
God, and they at once believed 
and soon there was added about 
three thousand souls. In a ser- 
vice immediately following, five 
thousand more were added and 
thus over eight thousand souls 
began to unfurl the banner of 
the early Church and the world 
was electrified by their presence 


Surely there should be no dis- 
couragement on account of the 
happenings of the past that 
would hinder us from readjust- 
ing ourselves to the new con- 
ditions brought about.. We 
should commit everything into 


ciently able to bring everything 
out to His own glory and to the 
futherance of this great cause 
that we all love so well.

The early Church didn’t seem 
to be incumbered with a multi- 
tude of theories, ideas and opin- 
ions but the greatest of all, was 
the fact that they had received 
from God, that miraculous gift 
of the Spirit that enabled them 
to go forth and preach Jesus and 
witness to His saving power and 
unfurl the banner of the newly 
constjtuted Church recently 
brought into existence by Christ 
Himself which was subject to 
His dictation and control.

She will not 
submit to the spirit of the world 
that is so fast taking possession 
of so many of Adam’s ruined 
race. She marches across. the 
plains with her banners flowing 
to the breeze, standing for the 
cause of truth and justice and 
for the preservation of the 
sacred Book together with all of 
her principles and practice.

.It'is his purpose to try to make 
us be content with the well beat- 
en paths of recent years and 
neglect the spread of the gospel 
into new territory and to come 
in touch with other saints whose 
hearts have been cleansed with 
the same precious blood.

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BUT ONE THING TO DO 
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1 In Phil. 3:13, 14 we find these words: 


“But this one thing I do, forget- 
ting those things which are behind, 
and reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward the 
mark for the prize of the high calling 
of Godgn Christ Jesus.” 


The t as a whole suggests a goal 
to be hed—a prize to be obtained 
but iw order for the ‘goal to be 


reached or the prize to be obtained 
there is a race to be run—a battle to 
be fought, with contesting influences 
and opposing forces. And like a 
man rowing up a flooded stream, we 
not only have to contend with the 
current of the stream but also with 
the floating logs’ and tree tops which 
will smash the boat unless we use 
wisdom in not allowing the boat to 
collide with the floating obstacles on 
the surface of the stream. Laying 
qown the ,oars would relieve us of 
coming in contact with the dangers 
but we would be carried farther 
away from the desired goal. 

In our efforts to push along the 
cause of the Master and the great 
Church of God to her final goal (the 
rapture and marriage supper of the 
Lamb) we have not only been press- 
ing against a swift current, but the 
floodtides of evil have so swollen the 
stream that dangerous obstacles have 
been encountered which have threat- 
ened the destruction of the church. 
As the thing loomed up before us we 
were sorely tempted to lay down the 
oars and drift with the tide rather 
than meet the difficulties that con- 
fronted us. Realizing that such a 
course was driving us farther and 
farther from the goal and that we 
would finally be landed on a reef of 
rocks and smashed with the floating 
rubbish, we at last grabbed the oars 
and began steming the tide, pushing 
ahead and meeting the apparent in- 
surmountable obstacles which haz- 
garded our reputation and lives but, 
thanks be to God who giveth us the 
victory, the obstacles have been over- 
come and are floating ,down the 
stream below, as we pull on the oars 
which will get us farther and farther 
away from them and _ nearer and 
nearer the heavenly goal for which 
we started years ago. 

With this prelude or introduction 

we will proceed to take up the 
thoughts that presen themselves in 
the text. 
The “but one thing’ mentioned in 
the text has a negative and positive 
aspect.—Things to be forgotten and 
things to be obtained, or the things 
behind and the things ahead., 

1 THE THINGS BEHIND 

1 THe things of the world 


When we came to,Christ for sal- 
vation we were required to give up 
the world; houses, lands, occupations, 
vocations and jobs of every kind 
were to be only matters of secondary 
importance to the cause of the mas- 
ter. It was: said of Abraham that if 
he had been mindful of that country 
from whence he came out he might 
have had an opporunity to have re- 
turned but, no, they looked for a city 
which hath foundations whose builder 


and maker is God—counted them- 
selves pilgrims and strangers in @ 
strange land. See Heb. 11. John 


declares that we can’t even love the 
world. 

We not only want to leave’ the 
world behind but we will do well to 
forget it. It won’t do to look or 
think’ on worldly things too much— 
it will have a tendency to draw us 
back. 

2 Worldly Associates 

James says, “The friendship of the 
world is enmity with God. Whosoever 
therefore will be a friend of the 
world is the enemy of God” James 
4:4. Social ties with worldly people 
should be given up because they will 
pull us back. 

The best way to do is break ranks 
entirely with the’ world and as far 
as having a good time with them in 
the world. 

3 Our Mistakes and Blunders in 
Our Efforts to Advance the Master’s 
Cause. 

For one to claim so high a standard 
of perfection as to be free from er- 
rors and mistakes would border on 
persumption and hypocrisy. We are 
imperfect in judgment and _ other 
human capacities and as a result of 
this many mistakes are made in cur 
devotion to our Master’s service. A 
careful investigation of our records 
of the proceedings of our deliberations 
will convince you that this is true. 
Our environments aud surrourding 
influences have had largely to do in 
shaping the polity and governing 
principles of the church. 

If we are not careful the yenemy 
will persuade us to believe that be- 


Cause of the inconsistencies existing 


that God has had nothing to do with! 
it. ‘We should not consider Satan’s 
suggestions on this line lest our faith 
fail us, where we have done _ the 
wrong thing put it under the blood 


and do our best to rectify our mis- 
takes. 


4 Our Errors in Trying to Rectify 
Our Mistakes. 

We have all had opportunity of late 
to have experience in this line. The 
storm that has arisen and swept 
over the entire Church has been so 
severe that almost every one has 
been drawn into its sweep. Every- 
one has felt for some time that there 
were disorders somewhere. Most ev- 
ery one has felt a responsibility rest- 
ing on him to aid in the regulating 
of the disorders, and much praying 
has beén done by all to that end, but! 
in spité of all our 
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careful we will find ourselves un- 
duly excusing or accusing ourselves 
and others. God has been with all 
of us in the battle and I am sure 
that each of us have had an oppor- 
tunity of doing the right thing wheth 
er we have been able to understand it 
or not. At least. we have had an 
opporunity to show ourselves Chris- 
tian men and women. It will not do 
to brood over our mistakes, but bring 
them all to the blood and forget it 
along with the other things we have 
had to leave behind. Form your 
conclusions from facts and not from 
sentiment because I am sure _ that 
sentiment has been abnormal on all 
sides, I am glad the facts have been 
set before you and further sentiment- 
al efforts to sway the minds any way 
will be harmful. A good thing to do 
is to go down before God in*prayer 
and thank Him that He has had 
mercy on our efforts and borne with 
our blunders and saved us from com- 
plete wreckage.

e received a telegram last week 
Fe, ons to Middletown, Ohio.

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Hell, a Yangible Place of Punishment 
For The Wicked Dead

To my mind this subject is one that 
should be considered as one among the 
most important of the Bible. I am 
aware of the fact that not a few have 
written,on the subject. Volumes of 
pooks are in circulation today treat- 
ing on this subject but the large ma- 
jority of the books and printed matter 
are intended to annihilate hell rather 
than prove its reality. It is astonish- 
ing to know of the vast multitudesthat 
are being led astray by the No Hell | 
doctrine of today. Men of learning 
who seemingly have a fair knowledge 
of the Bible seem to fall right in with 
it, though to our mind the cause of 
this is very Clear. 

First, it should be.remembered that 
we are now in days of perplexity and 
unrest. The unsaved of earth are con- 
tinually growing more wicked and 
many who once knew the Lord have 
given up and have gone back in sin 
and a large majority of all these, no 
doubt, are trying toconsole themselves 
in their present condition by trying to 
believe there is no hell, while others 
whe know the Bible on the subject un- 
derstand that justice demands a place 
of punishment. In their effort to 
stand on the Word they find the pres- 
sure and influence of the same spirit 
which prompts the teaching and belief 
of no hellism, which is the antichrist 
spirit. 

We admit that those who hold to the 
No Hell theory use quite a bit of 
Scriptures, but permit me to say that 
the devil made an effort to use Scrip- 
ture while tempting the Son of God, 
but: you will notice that it was mis- 
applied. We are admonished to study 
the Word in order that we may rightly 
divide it. 

The word hell is translated from 
the Hebrew word, sheol which means 
the world of the dead. The Greek 
word for hell is ademones which means 
to be in distress. “And in hell he lift 
up his eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in 
his bosom.” Luke 16:23. To paraphrase 
the first clause of above verse (which 
will do no unjustice to its meaning) it 
would read, And in the world of the 
dead, in distress he lifted up his eyes. 

Hell is not the place of eternal 
punishment, it is only a temporary 
place of punishment until the great 
white throne judgment, afterwhich 
hell, with all her subjects will be cast 
into the lake of fire. “And death and 
hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death.” Rev. 20:14, 


Hell (or sheol) before the ascension 
of Christ was formerly in two divi- 
sions, the abodes respectively of the 
saved and of the lost. The former was 
called paradise and the latter Hades. 
Lazarus went to paradise and the rich 
man went to Hades. These two places 
with a great guif that separated them 
constifuted Heil (or sheol) the world 
of the dead. It was to this place that 
Jesus went after He was crucified. 
The believing malefactor was to be 
with Him that day in paradise. Jesus 
said unto him, “Verily I say unto thee, 
To day shalt thou be with me in para- 
dise.”” Luke 23:43. The inmates 
of Hades (hell) had the privilege of 
looking over into Paradise. The rich 
man saw Lazarus over there. 


Since the ascension of Christ, para- 
dise is in the immediate presence of 
God. Paul was caught up to the third 
heaven—unto paradise. 2 Cor. 12:1-4. 
The righteous that have died since the 
ascension go up to paradise. The time 
the position of Paradise was changed 
was evidently at the ascension of 
Christ, ‘Wherefore he saith, When he 
ascended up on high, he led captivity 
captive, and gave gifts unto men. Now 
that ‘he asCended, what is it but that he 
also descended first into the lower 
parts of the earth? He that descended 
is the same also that ascended up far 
above all heavens, that he might fill all 
things.” Eph. 4:8-10. 


As far as the unsaved dead are con- 
cerned, no change of their place or 
condition is revealed -in the Scripture. 
We have no record where hell (Hades) 
has been moved from its original place 
or position, but we do kave_ record 
where it has been enlarged. “There- 
fore hell hath enlarged herself, and 
opened her mouth without measure.” 
Isa. 5:14. This enlarging could have 
taken place when paradise was moved 
up to. heaven. The fact however is 


that hell exists today and nowhere in 
the sacred Scriptures do we find where 
it has ceased to be a place of tangible 
punishment. 

One point that. the no-hellites try to 
force, as a means of deceit only, is 
this, that they believe the wicked will 
be punished but the punishment 
will not be eternal or everlasting, 
but it will be only instantaneous in 


its effect. This theory is without 
Bible proof. The creation of man 
will- contradict this theory. “And 


the Lord God formed man of the 
dust of the ground, and breathed in- 
to his nostrils the breath of 
life.” Gen. 2:7. The man (his body) 
was formed of the groymd. He was 
perfect as far as form was concerned 
but lifeless. The life came from God. 
He (God) breathed into his_ (the 
formed man) nostrils the breath of 
life, and man became (but not until 
then) a living soul. 

The,soul is the seat of emotions, de- 
sires, affections, including the five 
senses of the body. The rich man in 
hell had these senses and it is the God 
given part of man that will ever live. 
Just as God is everlasting and without 
consumption, just so is that part of 
Man (his soul) that God gave Him 
without consumption. 

God had an everlasting purpose in 
view when He said, “Let us make man 
in our image after our likeness.” Gen. 
1:26. To be in the image and likeness 
of God would mean to have something 
about us everlasting or eternal in quali- 
ty. While the fall caused by Adam’s 
sin severed him from God's favor, yet 
he was God's created heing, he was yet 
alive, naturally speaking. No change 
as tohis creation had taken place. The 
change was in his standing with God 
and not in his creation. It is very 
inconsistent to believe that God has a 
place prepared for those who make the 
necessary sacrifice in this life and so 
live to please the Lord that after death 
they will have a place of joy and 
pleasure eternal, while the wicked, 
those who have spurned the blood of 
Jesus and spent this life in sin would 
pass through only a momentary state 
of punishment. 

If there is no hell (a place of tangi- 
ble punishment for the wicked) there 
is no heaven (a place of tangible en- 
joyment for the righteous). We have 
often thought of heaven and its bless- 
ings and how much we desire to make 
it sure. We have also thought of hell 
and its horrors and refrained the idea 
of going there. There is only one safe 
way to escape this awful hell and that 
is to repent of your sins, get saved, 
live for God, and walk in the light of 
God’s Word as it dawns on your path- 
way. We sometimes hear people say, 
“I would try to live right but there 
are so many hypocrites in the 
Church.” 

It is a sad fact but seemingly in- 
telligent people will be so simple as 
to let some _ hypocrite come _be- 
tween them and God. Brother, . I 
would much rather mingle with hypo- 
crites and evil men here for a short 
time than to spend eternity in hell and 


the lake of fire with the gang that 
will be there. Those that make 
the sad mistake of not living for 


God and as a result go to hell will 
doubtless recall many times when 
they had an opportunity to seek God. 
Can you imagine the horrors of hell? 
Words can’t express the woes there. No 
artist can paint a picture that will 
justky describe the place. But still it 
exists today. In the face of all the no 
hell docrine, the inmatesof hell, if pos- 
sible I would be glad to send the mes- 
sage broadcast the world over, ‘HELL, 
A TANGIBLE PLACE OF PUNISH- 
MENT FOR THE WICKBD—IT EX- 
ISTS TODAY. Tell my; brothers not 
to come here but to repent and live 
clean lives. But the answer is, they 
have preachers and teachers, let them 
hear them.

At the Assembly last fall when we 

agreed to come to Michigan with 

Brother Haynes we did not know 

what was ahead of us. We only 


knew that something seemed to lead 


us this way and we are fully per- 
suaded, after eight months have 
elapsed, that that “something” was 
God. 

I will mention a few things that 


have takem place during these eight 
months. 
© The Assembly minutes show that 
we had fifty-four members at. the 
close of our last church year. Our 
record shows that we only had forty- 


treasurer’s report for June shows 
eighty-one members, although we 
have had to disfellowship some dut- 
ing these eight months. During this 
time we have sent $170.76 foreign 
mission money to headquarters for 
Sister Rushin, besides we have sent 
about $80.00 direct to her in China, 
making a total of about $250.76 

I notice from our foreign mission 
report for last year that we only 
ha@ $891.32 sent in from the 666 
churches. This is ‘an average of 
less than $1.34 for each church dur- 
ing the whole year. Beloved, I am 
ashamed of this! What are the 
other pentecostal movements going 
to think about us? And WHAT IS 
GOD GOING TO THINK ABOUT US? 

We ought to do more than ten 
times thjs much every foreign mis- 
sion day. I am persuaded to believe

eign mission offering and urge the 
people to give, for fear somebody 
will give a dollar that he would have 
goiten himself.

Surely 
every Christian believes in it. 

I must not stop without making 
mention of our Sunday school.

The lad who 
speaks with affection and minces 
foreign tongues that he does not un- 


derstand at school will be a weak 
character all of his life. The boy 
who cheats his teachers into think- 
ing that he is devout at chapel wiil 
be the man who will make religion, 
a trade and bring Christianity into 
contempt. The boy who wins the 
highest average by stealing his ex- 
amination papers is likely to figure 
some day as a tricky , politician. 
But the lad who, whéther rich or 
poor, dull or clever, looks straight 
into the eyes and keeps his answers 
inside of the truth, dlready counts 
friends that will last all his life and 
holds a capital which will bring him 
a surer interest than money. 

This being facts we want to get 
to the bottom of things. We want 


to get our boys well established in 
sanctification—counting the cost. It 


was the student who was grounded 
in the grammar who took the Latin 
prize, it was that slow, steady drudge 
who practiced firing every day last‘ 
winter that bagged the most game 
in the mountains; it is the clerk 
who studies the speciality of the 
house in off hours that will be pro- 
moted. Your brilliant, happy-go- 
lucky, hit or miss fellow usually 


turns out the dead weight of the 
family by forty-five. 
Boys, don’t take anything fof 


granted, get to the bottom of things. 
Neither be a sham yourself or fooled 
by a sham. The noble manhood of 
our great men is the fruit of a well 
spent boyhood and youth. These 
boyhood and ‘youthful days are your 
preparation days. Will you strive to 
lay a sure foundation for a splendid 
manhood by drawing into your life 
zood and true and beautiful quali- 
ties? Or must the consequences of a 
season of sowing wild oats run all 
through your life, scorching and 
withering every high and noble as- 
piration? You should never use a 
word that you could not pronounce 
before your parents without offend- 
ing them. 

We want to teach our boys to 
know good from evil and to avoid 
that that they see amiss in others.

I know some people that from their 
childhood have been used to obey 
no-one, to discuss everything and to 
respect nothing. How my heart 
aches and goes out to them. Boys, 
don’t hang around the corners of the 
streets. If you have anything to do, 
do it promptly and then go home. 
Home is the place for boys. About 
the street corners and at the stables 
they learn to talk slang, swear, 
smoke tobacco and do many other 
things that they ought not to do. 
When boys hang around the street 
corners and the stables they get 
slouchy and listless. The boy who 
spends an hour each evening for 


ai year lounging idly on ‘the 
stréet corners wastes 365 prec- 
ious hours, which if applied to 


study would familiarize him ' with 
the rudiments of almost any science. 
If, in addition to wasting an hour 
@€ach evening, he spends ten cents 
for a cigar which is usually the case, 
the amount thus worse than wasted 
would pay for several leading peri- 
Odicals of the country. 

Boys, think of these things. Think 
of how much money you*are wast- 
ing and for what! The gratification 
afforded by the lounge on the corner, 
or the cigar is postively hurtful. You 
cannot indulge in them without in- 
juring yourself. You acquire idle 
and wasteful habits which will cling 
to you with each succeeding year 
and grow on you for life. 

Let us hope that if a thousand 
boys read this that some of them 
will be saved from forming ugly, 
idle and foolish habits which most 
men regret in after years.
